In other words, that 
is an average of one case in eight 
years of meningitis, one case in 
every 2 2-3 years of scarlet fever, 
and one caBe a year of diphtheria.

At the present time there is no 
epidemic of either scarlet fever 
or diphtheria in California. Dur¬ 
ing the diphtheria epidemic in 
our state three years ago, when 
there were upwards of 12,000 cases 
and a death list of 160. every part 
of San Mateo county was infected, 
especially our neighboring cities 
of San Bruno and Daly City. 
During that epidemic South San 
Francisco did not have one single 
case.

Bankers Are Told of Economic Necessity 
From America’s Standpoint of Lending 
Aid to Europe 


Manufacturers’ Association Believes 
There Is Room for Improvement

Better car service is sought \>y the Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association for South San Fran¬ 
cisco. To many who don ot travel oftener 
on the street cars such a movement may 
seem needless. The cars run on a regular 
schedule as a check recently made has shown. 
The difficulty lies in connections at Soutli 
San Francisco Junction. 

The case is sketched in the following man¬ 
ner. A car loaded with workingmen from 
South San Francisco’s factories arrives at 
;South San Francisco Junction. After a wait 
of five or ten minutes the interurban car 
from San Mateo arrives San Francisco-bound. 
It is already partly loaded with passengers. 
As many of the men from South San Fran¬ 
cisco who can get on board do so, but a great 
many are unable to get hand-hold or a foot¬ 
hold and are left standing on the ground to 
jiwait the arrival of another car. 

Two methods for improvement are sug¬ 
gested. One is to run more cars directly into 
South San Francisco during the rush hours 
of morning and evening. A second is to run 
cars to the junction only from San Fran¬ 
cisco in rush times so that it will not be 
necessary for travelers from this city to 
crowd into already well-filled cars from San 
Mateo and Burlingame; in other words make 
South San Francisco Junction a turning 
point instead of San Mateo for a certain 
number of cars in the morning and evening. 

The manufacturers are asking the aid of the 
chamber of commerce and the merchants’ as¬ 
sociation in their petition to the railroad 
company. The project is a worthy one, not 
only from the standpoint of the men in the 
plants but for residents of this city who use 
the cars to go into San Francisco for any 
pu rpose.

In the permanent retirement of Hiram 
Johnson from the national candidatoria! plat¬ 
form through his recent defeat in the presi¬ 
dential primaries, America’s loudest exponent 
of isolation has been hushed, and those who 
have real /constructive propositions to submit 
now have a better opportunity to be heard. 

Three presidents since the war have mani¬ 
fested in various ways their realization of 
the need for American co-operation with ex¬ 
hausted Europe if the economic stability of 
the world is to be restored. The report of 
the Dawes commission of experts, which 
embodies the findings of the world’s most 
capable financiers after an exhaustive investi¬ 
gation abroad, confirms the judgment of the 
three presidents aud outlines specifically the 
methods of financial assistance which must 
be forthcoming from this country, including 
private loans, if Europe is to get hack onto 
her feet industrially and commercially, and 
thereby be able to balance tiic ledger of war 
accounts, in which this country has claims 
measured in billions of dollars. 

In this connection the words of Henry M. 
Robinson of Los Angeles, member of the 
Dawes commission, in addressing the Cali¬ 
fornia Bankers’ Association, are pertinent: 

“Today a combination of the less fortunate 
nations,’’ said Mr. Robinson, “based to a 
degree at least on envy and hatred, coupled 
with their need for the things we have, could 
result in a combination of effost to reduce 
our advantage and position. 1 submit that 
isolation is not the way to meet such a 
movement. 

“VVe should enter into negotiations with 
other nations on the basis, primarily, of self- 
protetcion, but with the full knowledge that 
our advantage lies in improving the condi¬ 
tion of the world, ami that we should con¬ 
tribute whatever we may have of practical 
ingenuity in organizing ability, or what we 
like to call horse sense, and throimh these 


A LEGISLATIVE ABSURDITY 


Legislators sometimes display themselves 
as an impractical lot. We have observed 
frequently their tendency to pass measures 
| demanding the expenditure of large sums of 
money hut failing at the same time to 
pass appropriation bills making such money 
available. The case of the soldier bonus bill 
is by no means the sole example of this sort 
of absurdity, but we single it out for com¬ 
ment because it is a conspicuous case—the 
same legislative blunder having been made 
with respect to it by congress in two succes- 
rj>"»»ve sessions. 

It will l>e recalled that President Harding's 
J; voto of the bonus bill was based upon ne¬ 
glect of congress to provide for the payments 
*• to bonus claimants. With attention called to 
r, such an omission in this striking way there 
L-was far less excuse for the same neglect to 
feature the bonus matter in the next ses¬ 
sion. Yet we have the spectacle under I’resi- 
-•*<fent Coolidge of congress parsing the bonus 
bill above the president's veto, and then ad¬ 
journing without passing the complementary 
appropriation bill. 

There are various possible explanations of 
this sort of thing in congress, but none of 
them is defensible. Neither thoughtless neg¬ 
ligence nor oversight can have a valid ex¬ 
cuse. Severe criticism is in order if this 
neglect is premeditated, as is commonly be¬ 
lieved. In its bid for political favor on all 
sides congress likes to do things that please 
all and offend none. To pass a measure 
draining the sources of revenue would be ob¬ 
jectionable to those from whom the money 
comes. So a solution in this dilemma seems 
to be offered in the plan of awarding the 
bonus and leaving it to the hope of provi¬ 
dence for the money to be provided. 

Of course such a plan will not work. The 
appropriation bill must be passed at the next 
session. And in the meantime an election 
will have been held.
